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FOREWORD 


Canadian import data is compiled by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
and is important to the manufacturer for two reasons. First, imports prove the 
existence of developed, profitable markets in Canada where demands are being 
satisfied by products manufactured outside Canada. Secondly, import statistics 
are published monthly with a time-lag of only three or four months in contrast 
to the annual publication of Canadian production figures which lag about 18 
months. Therefore, import statistics provide an early sign of changing demand. 


Part 1 of this booklet contains the annual data on over 700 imported 
commodity groups. Many of these categories contain hundreds of identifiably 
different items, any one of which may offer a manufacturing opportunity for 
Canadian firms. Detail at the commodity level is not available on a continuing 
basis. But upon request, the Department of Industry, in conjunction with D B §S, 
will prepare special studies covering several months which are very finely 
broken-down. 


The 1965 imports through Quebec and Ontario ports of entry were not 
available in time for inclusion in this booklet. Since the figures can only 
serve as a guide to the proportion which may enter the Ontario market, the 1964 
figures have been retained. Although it is assumed that Ontario is the ultimate 
destination of most of its own imports and a significant volume of Quebec 
imports, actual amounts remain indeterminable. 


Part Il shows Canada’s imports re-classified into the United Nations’ 
Standard International Trade Classification (S | T C ) at the three-digit mer- 
chandise group level. These are directly comparable with equivalent groups 
imported by the U.K. and the U.S. shown in the other booklets. Added together, 
the total three country import market for any group is quickly available. 


To assist Canadian manufacturers and others in making an assessment 
of the Canadian market potential, the Trade and Industry Branch of the Ontario 
Department of Economics and Development provides a free advisory service to 
any firm interested in opening a branch plant, acquiring new product lines, or 
working out a manufacturing agreement.
